In the " History of Civilisation," 
Buckle telle how the State may eucour- 
age the people to commit i" rj'iiy and to 
be«<»ine hypocrites. He says: 

"Tims, during manv oenturiea, every 1 
government thought i f wai its l>otinden 
<iuty to encourage r. ligiutiR truth and 
diaoonrage relighmti error. The miaehie! 
thi* haa produoed ia itiC4tlculahle. Put- 
ting aettle all other oonaivieratioua, it, iw 
enongh to mention Ita two leading oon« 
Mqhennee, whiefa are, the inereaae <>t 
bvpoerisy and the uiereaaeol perjury. 
The increase of h p >< ri.y if t)te inevita- 
ble result of coma utiug any deaeription 
of penalty with tin pr«.fea»iouof partica* 
lar opinion*. Whatever inay lie the case 
with individnali, i< i«! rtain t at Hie 
majority <»i men ttudun «xtreiue uitli- 
culty in long reaistti g a mstant t mpta- 
tion. And when the temptation eumee 
to thom in the shape of lionor and 
emolument, they are tta> of ten na.ly t<i 
l>rofe»-a the doevimant opinions, an<l 
abandon! not indeed their belief, but 
the external marks by which that Lelief 
is made ]" l > i<\ Every man who takes 
this step, i* n hypoctite; and every g<>v- 
enfment which ene »urug e this itep to 
be taken i-» an ahe tor < i hypocrisy and 
a creator of hypocrites, Well, therefore, 
may we say that when a government 
holds out as a bait, that t .o^e who pro- 
fess certain opinions shall enjoy certain 
privileges, it plays the parts of the 
tempter of old. and, life the evil one, 
basely offers the good things of this 
world to him who will change his wor- 
ship and deny his faith. At the same 
time, and as a part of this system, the in- 
arcaas of perjury has accompanied 
the increaacof h> pocrisy. For legislators, 
plainly seeing that proselytes thus ob- 
tained could not Derailed upon, have 
met the danger by the most extraordi- 
nary precautions; and compelling men 
to eon firm their belief by repeated oat hs, 
have thus sought to protect the old creed 
against the new converts. It is this sus- 

Eiciou as to the motives of others which 
as given rise to oaths of every kind and 
in every direction. In England even the 
boy at college is forced to swear about 
matters which he cannot understand, 
and which far riper minds ore unable to 
master. If he ufterwards goes into par- 
liament, he must again swear about his 
religion; and at nearly every stage of 
politieal life he must take fresh oaths; 
the solemnity of which is often atrangely 
contrasted with the trivial functions to 
which they are the* prelude. A solemn 
adjuration of tin; Dlety being f Inn made 
at every turn, it has happened, as might 
have been expected, that oaths, enjoined 
as a matter of course, have at length de- 
generated into a matter of form. What 
is lightly taken is easily broken. And 
the best observers of English society — 
observers, too, whose characters are very 
different, and who hold the most opposite 
opinions— are all agreed on this, that 
perjury habitually practiced in England, 
and of which government is the immedi- 
ate creator, i* so general that it has be- 
come a source of national corruption, 
has diminished the value of human testi- 
mony, and shaken the confidence which 
men natnval'y place in the word of their 
fellow creatures.

With the exception, perin>}>», of Mme. 
Edmond Adam, tiie Oimftteai gathers 
around her more people ol distinction 
than any other Isdy who receives in 
l':.r:3. Probably tie re is not another 
spartmeut in l'aris m> filled with eunosi- 
ties fr un all parts of the world. The 
salon ia like bury land. Filled w^tb ex- 
quisite Chinese minuets, mirror-*, ehan- 
delier, clock and candlesticks of J>r. sdeu 
china, etc. ; its walls inlaid with pauela 
of mother-ol pearl; sofas and Ohidrs, 

representing all period*, and covered 
with the rarest embroideriea ai d tapes- 
tries, it presents a tout ensemble at onos 
dazzling by its beauty and surprising 
from it.s harmony. The other rooms n<a 
equally beautiful — the dining-roem with 
chairs und table of marqiieterio and 
sideboards of same, gleaming with sil- 
ver, lighted by a superb carved bra-** 
chandelier; the countess' own room huug 
with India shawls and furnished with 
elaborately carved oak, and Japanese 
toilet article*; the room of a favorite 
daughter finished with rosewood and 
gold satin, with amberglass toilet arti- 
cles; the boudoir hung with tapestry 
framed in pink and gold, with Louis 
Quinze chairs and consoles; every corner 
of the department displaying artistic 
treasures — all these are more beautiful 
than words can tell. We must not for- 
get the ante-chamber, with its fire-r>Iace 
and grand old andirons; the screen, six 
feet high, which, unfolded, represents, 
by six oil paintings, the early Kings of 
France; the superb mirrors in carved 
frame-i; the Louis Quatorze chairs — but 
words fail to pive a description of all the 
beauti b of this marvelous house.

The pine ix was a fabulous I ird that 
was said to live in Arabia, and of which 

Herodotus gives the following account 
in that part of h's work which treats on 
Egypt : " The phceuix iaanotber sacred 
bird, which 1 have never Been • KOept in 
ertigy. He rarelv appears in Eg^pt; 
only once in 600 years, immed'ately 
ait,, r the death of Lis father, as the 
Heliopolitana affirm. If the p:tintera 
describe him truly, his feathers repre- 
sent a misture of crimson and gold ; and 
he resembles tlie eagle in outline and 
size. They affirm that he contrives the 
following thing, which to me is not 
credible. They as? that be comes from 
Arabia, and bringing his father inclosed 
111 myrrh, buries him in the Temple of 
the Sun, and that he brings him in the 
following manner: First* he molds a 
great quantity of myrrh into the tlmpo 
of an egg as he is w< 11 able to ca rv ; 
and, alter hiiving trie 1 the weight, ho 
hollows out the. egg, and puts his parent 
into it, and stops up with some more 
myrrh the hole through which be load 
introduced the body, so that tut; weight 
Is the same as before; he then oarnei 
the w hole mass to the Temple of the Sun 
in Egypt. Such is the account they 
give of the phueuix." The popular 
version is that, on arriving at the age of 
500 years, the phumix built a funeral 

{)ile, of wood and aromatio gums, and 
ighting it by the tanning of bis wings, 
was consumed to ashes, out of which 
a new phoanix. 
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of last year having put up their prices so 
that the farmers who had them to sell 
were groat gainers, and a small importa- 
tion took pi are.

Crop L»ros|»ects for 1SS2. 

Reports of the condition and promta of 
the croj 8 throughout the Union have been 
Obtained from thirty-seven states and four 
territories and one hundred ami twenty 
d ifferent places. The New York Sun in 
» tference to the outlook lor the present 
year say • : The sum of all is that the spring 
outlook for L882 is eitnoet uniformly hope- 
ful. An abundant harvest is generally in- 
dicate!. Floods and frosts, and the slew 
coming ol good growing weather, have 
retarded the work of the farmer in some 
regions, and in a few have done damage 
which now seems to be irreparable; bul 
the acreage under cultivation has much 
Increased, and in the gr.-at majority of 
OSaes a larger yield than ever before is 

expecte l 

Winter uhe.it. will give an increased 
yield in nearly every State except Indiana, 
Ohio, New york, and Pennsylvania. The 
frost has done both it and barley much 
injury in Indiana, but the loss will proba- 
bly be partially or entirely made up by 
the gain in com and oats. The damage to 
winter wheat will prevent more than an 
average crop in Ohio; but that is likely 
t> be gathered, because of the increased 
a:reage. There, too, a greater yield of 
Other crops promises to make up for the 
d ficieney in wheat, if any there shall be. 
More land than last year is in oats and 
potatoes. Though a short crop of winter 
wheat is Indicated in New York, more oats 
t an usual have been planted, and the 
dairy interest is extending in the state. 
Wheat in no longer the mainstay of our 
firmers, and any slight reverses the crop 
/nay stiller are of much less account than 
formerly. Less than average returns of 
whest are expected in Pennsylvania, 
despite an Increased acreage; but corn, 
OAtS, potatoes, and tobacco have been 
in ire extensively planted than last year. 

In the grain States west of tin- M<^is- 
sippi, however, a greatly increased yield 
of wheat is expected, and this flattering 
promise far more than olfsets any falling 

0 V indicated in the Htates we have just 
named. A. touch larger acreage of winter 
wheat than last year will soon be harvested 
i.i Arkansas. There i-» one-third more 
te i in wheat in Colorado, with promise 
of a yield correspondingly large. A gain 
of one quarter in both wheat ami < as is 
expected in Dakota. In Kansas, a State 
which makes great strides every year, an 

1 cr -i.^ed acreage of from thirty to one 
hundred percent, in wheat and the other 
grains is reported. Fifteen percent, more 
hmd in wheat is the story from Minnesota; 
winter wheat. una-uaUy advanced and 
acreage much increased, from Missouri; 
larger ucreage and better average than last 
year, from Oregon ; a greater yield, from 
Texas ; ten per cent, more acreage and 
crop iu prime condition, from Utah ; more 
land sown and a larger yield expected, 
from Washington Territory; and the same 
report is from Wyoming. 

Everywhere better crope of corn are ex- 
panted. An averaged crop of cotton is 
promised. Generally the sugar cane is in 
fee most healthful condition. Tobacco 
looks well. The weather has not been 
good for hay hereabouts or elsewhere; 
but the next three or four weeks may 
work a happy change. More potatoes 
loan usual have been planted, the drou-ht 



sutfered correspondingly. This, howev r, 
is the apple-beating year, and there is 
nothing to indicate that we shall not have 
our customary plenty. And as the other 
fruits, especially peaches, it may be said 
that unfavorable reports usually came to 
us at the Opening of spring. But the sea- 
son has not been favorable to them. Se- 
vere frosts have occurred to > late for their 
welfare. 

j Ae s whole, it will be seen that we are 
likely to have good crops Uih year, ex- 
ceeding even those Unparalled ones gath- 
ered dining the two years previous to 1881, 
When a drought such as occurs only once 
or twice in a generation parched the fields 
and brought so much of the labor of the 
f irmer to naught.
